EXPERIMENTAL FARMS 


Untvernlty of Wsconulu to Carry on Inves- 


tigation In Northern Part ot State. 


MADISON, Jan. 15.—In order to make 


the results of its experiments of as wide 
reaching application as possible, the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin experimental sta- 
tion hns just established three experi- 
mental fnrms in northern Wisconsin. 
This step will doubtless be the beginning 
of a system of experimental farms at 
various points at which typical condi- 
tions for the different agricultural areas 
of the state may be studied. Reside the 
.investigative .side of the work, these 
farms will make possible the practical 
demonstration to the farmers of the sur-^ 
rounding;-country of principles already 
worked out at the central station at 
Madison. 


At the urgent request if the Northern 


Wisconsin Farmers' association, it was 
decided .to undertake the study of agri- 
cultural conditions of this region at once. 
After a careful examination of this por- 
tion of the state by Dean W. A. Henry 
and Professors E. P. Sandstcn, K. A. 
Moore and A. R. Whitson, three sites 
were selected, one near Superior, another 
nenr Ashlnnd, and a third on the sandy 
soil in the vicinity of Iron River. 


TO DRAIN CLAY SOIL. 


The first step toward the improvement 


of this clay.soil is to sub-drain it by tile. 
Eight acres of the county poor farm at 
Superior, a portion vfvwliich was leased 
for experimental purposes, has just been 
tiled in order to carry on the investiga- 
tion. The tile on this field i;; so arrang- 
ed as to determine the effect of the drain 
tile when placed at different distances 
apart. In a part of the field the tile 
was placed forty feet apart, in another 
sixty feet apart, and in others eighty 
feet apart, the purpose being lo deter- 
mine the most desirable distance. The 
lines of tile, in each of these three sec- 
tions are brought together to a main, the 
water from which will be measured by a 
water 
register 
so 
that 
the 
actual 


amount of water removed per acre by 
tile at different distances apart may be 
determined. This experiment will fam- 
ish data.not now at hand as to the 
amount of water actually removed by 
drain tile.. This field will be planted to 
a rotation of crops, each of which will 
extend across the plats drained by tile 
at different distances apart, as well as 
extruding on to a portion of the field not 
drained at nil. In this way it will be 
possible to study the effects of drainage 
at different distances apart, on each of 
four crops every year. 


TO PRODUCE CLOVER SEED. 


Another line nlong which demonstra- 


tion will be made is that of producing 
clover seed. At present practically no 
clover seed is produced in this northern 


j section. The high price of clover seed 
prevents many farmers from using it as 
they would otherwise in a way th.it 
would yield financial returns from hay 
produced, as well as increase the fertili- 
ty and improve the tilth of the soil. An 
effort will also be made to introduce n 
variety of corn adapted to that region, 
und so to improve it as to produce a 
good crop in this northern country. Cer- 
eals will also be selected 
which are 


adopted to such conditions. 


An excellent location has been secured 


two miles east of. Ashlnnd on the Ellis 
avenue road. 


FOR VEGETABLES AND SMALL 


FRUITS, 


As crops on this clny soil in thia re- 


gion arc late, it is proposed to raise veg- 
etnbles nnd small fruits for sale in the 
market of the cities to the south with 
in shipping distance after the local sup- 
ply of these cilics hrvs been exhausted. 
Thnt llie soil is naturally .very fertile i* 
shown by the large crops of hay rnisdl 
on it when proper conditions of moisture 
obtain. Green crops will also be turned 
under to improve the physical condition 
of the soil by supplying large amounts 
of humus.

•jsed statutes of Wisconsin as amended 
iy Chapter 299 of the laws of 1905: "Any 
i;<i>eper ol" any saloon, shop or place of 
tny name whatsoever for the sale of any 
trong, spirituous or malt liquors to be 
drank on the premises, in any quantity 
ess than one gallon, who shall sell .vend 
or in any way deal or traffic in or, for 
.he purpose of evading any law of this 
tatc relating to thc excise or the sale 
of intoxicating liquors, give away any 
spirituous, ardent, intoxicating or malt 
iquors or drinks in any quantity what- 
soever to or with a minor or to any per- 
son intoxicated or bordering on a state 
of intoxication, and nny person what- 
ever who shall procure for or sell or 
•ivc away to any minor or intoxicated 
person aiiy such liquors or drinks shall 
be punished by a fine of not le.is than 
five dollars nor more than fifty dollars or 
by imprisonment in the county jail not 
to exceed thirty days, or by both such 
fine -ind imprisonment; except in cases 
where tho offense is that of selling liquor 
to a minor seventeen years of ago or 
under, thc guilty person shall be punish- 
ed by a fine of not less than twenty-five 
dollars nor more than two hundred dol- 
lars or by imprisonment in thc county 
jail not less thnn five days nor more than 
eight months, nnd in all cases of convic- 
tion for a second or any subsequent of- 
fense by such imprisonment only." 


Please lake notice that it is ns much a 


violation of thc above law to give liquor 
in a can. or other receptacle, to any min- 
or on the written order of tho parent, to 
be delivered to the parent, as it is to sell 
liquor over thc bar to such minor to be 
drank by him on thc premises. 


There is no possible way that liquor 


can bo lawfully sold, delivered or given 
away to n minor. 


Any person who sells, delivers or gives 


away" to a. minor any liquor in nny quan 
tity'whatsoever, whether upon the writ- 
ten" order of the parent or not, will be lia- 
ble to all the penalties mentioned in thc 
above law, and in addition thereto run 
thc risk of having his license revoked.

union label be placed upon these blanks 
State Labor Commissioner J. 13. Beck- 
met the executive board of the federa- 
lion yesterday in Milwaukee,

from Madison at the special invitation | 
of the board, 


The desire of union men throughout 


the state was explained to him and he 
informed the members of the board that 
under 
the 'present arrangement the 


printing was done by contract with the 
Mudison Democrat Printing company, a 
nonunion firm. Following this state- 
ment the bonrd voted to pay for the 
printing of tho blanks if Mr. Beck could 
arrange to have them printed in a union 
shop. 
It was decided to urge all union men 


in the state to make complete detailed 
reports o f ' all accidents to Dr. F. A. 
Harper of Madison, member of tlie state 
board of vital statistics. The laws re- 
miiring nil physicians in the state to 
forward these reports are not observed 
generally and it is felt that the interests 
of the labor class can best be nerved by 
having in the hands of the board com- 
plete statistics, of tlie accidents due to 
'the use of, machinery and in other in- 
dustrial pursuits.

EXPERIMENTAL FARMS 


University of Wisconsin to Carry on Inves- 


tigation in Northern Farfc of State. 


MADISON, Jan. 15.—In order to make 


the results of its experiments of as wide 
reaching application as possible, the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin experimental sta- 
tion has just established three experi- 
mental forms in northern Wisconsin. 
This step will doubtless bo the beginning 
of a system of experimental farms at 
various points at which typical condi- 
tions for the different agricultural areas 
of the state may be studied. Beside the 
investigative . side of the work, these 
farms will make possible the practical 
demonstration to the farmers of the sur-_ 
rounding; country of principles already 
worked out at the central station at 
Madison. 
' ' . . 
_ 


At the. urgent request if the Northern 


Wisconsin Farmers' association, it was 
decided Jo undertake the study of agri- 
cultural conditions of this region at once. 
After a careful examination of this por- 
tion of the state by Dean W. A. Henry 
and Professors E. P. Sandsten, R. A. 
Moore and A. R. Whitson, three sites 
were selected, one near Superior, another 
near Ashland, and a third on the sandy 
soil in the vicinity of Iron River. 


TO DRAIN CLAY SOIL. 


The first step toward the improvement 


of this clay,soil is to sub-drain it by tile. 
Eight acres of the county; poor farm at 
Superior, a portion «fr-which was leased 
for experimental purposes, has just been 
tiled iu order to carry on the investiga- 
tion. The tile on this Held is so arrang- 
ed as to determine the effect of the drain 
tile when placed at different distances 
apart. In a part of the iield the tile 
was placed forty feet apart, in another 
sixty feet apart, and in others eighty 
feet apart, the purpose being to deter- 
mine the most desirable distance. The 
lines of tile, in each of these three sec- 
tions arc brought together to a main, the 
water from -which will be measured by a 
water .register so 
that 
the actual 


amount of water removed per acre by 
tile at different distances apart may be 
determined. This experiment will furn- 
ish data.not now at hand as to the 
amount of water actually removed by 
drain tile.. This field will be planted to 
a, rotation of crops, each of which will 
extend across the plats drained by tile 
at different distances apart, as well as 
extending on to a portion of the field not 
drained at all. In this way it will be 
possible to study the effects of drainage 
at different distances apart on each of 
four crops every year. 


TO PRODUCE CLOVER SEED. 


Another line along which demonstra- 


tion will be made is that of producing 
clover seed. At present practically no 
clover seed is produced in this northern 
section. The high price of clover seed 
prevents many farmers from using it as 
they would otherwise in a way that 
would yield financial returns from hay 
produced, as well as increase the fertili- 
ty and improve the tilth of the soil. An 
effort will also be made to introduce a 
variety of corn adapted to that rugion, 
and so to improve it as to produce a 
good crop in this northern country. Cer- 
eals will also be selected which are 
adopted to such conditions.

two miles east of. Ashland on the Ellis 
avenue road. 


FOR VEGETABLES AND SMALL 


FRUITS. 


As crops on this clay soil in this re- 


gion are late, it is proposed to raise veg- 
etables and small fruits for sale in the 
market of the cities to the south with 
in shipping distance after the local sup- 
ply of these cities h.T«3 boon exhausted. 
That the soil is naturally .very fertile is 
shown by the large crops of hay raiscil 
on it when proper conditions of moisture 
obtain. Green crops will also be turned 
under to improve the physical condition 
of the soil by supplying large amounts 
of humus.

CLEVELAND, 0., Jan., 15— On Dr. Os-

WILL DIE FROM WOUNDS 


Insane Patient Tries to Escape 


From County Asylnm. 


Herman Pfeiffer in Endeavor'ng to 


Lower Himself Prom Window 


Tumbles to the Ground. 


Herman Pfeiffer is lying at the Racine 


county insane asylum in a dying condi- 
tion and is not expected to live the day 
out, his skull being crushed by a fall 
from a window while he was making an 
attempt to escape from the institution. 


Mr. Pfeiffer is about 25 years of age. 


A few years ago he lived in Chicago. 
When he came to Racine it was as an in- 
spector of the United States government. 
He inspected cots and other goods made 
by the Gold Medal Camp Furniture Co., 
and also goods made by the Badger Man- 
ufacturing Co. 


ALLEGES ATTEMPT TO KIDNAP. 
He suddenly became insane nearly two 


years ago. Physicians examined into his 
mental condition and he was sent to the 
asylum. Since being there his mania has 
been to get out, believing that his sister 
would take care of him. Last Saturday 
night his sister came to the asylum with 
a friend of Herman's from Chicago. They 
desired to see him and he was brought 
down into the office. It is said that the 
sister and the friend after hearing the 
pleading of the unfortunate man to take 
him away, had started out of the door 
when Superintendent Bell who had been 
notified of the visit, discovered them go- 
ing from the place.. He immediately took 
charge of the patient and escorted him 
to his room, declaring that an attempt 
had been made to kidnap the man. 


LOST HOLD; SKULL FRACTURED. 
Everything went all right until Sunday 


night when Herman tied the sheet of his 
bed to a window fastening, crawled out 
on the window ledge and proceeded "to 
lower himself to the ground. 


In some manner he lost his hold, at any 


rate he fell and struck the earth head- 
foremost. When discovered he was un- 
conscious, his skull being fractured. His 
relatives were notified and are with him. 
'At 3 o'clock this afternoon he was still 
alive, but sinking. He is unmarried.

perate fight before she was killed. Her 
long hair was torn loose and tangled as 
if it had been pulled violently down; the 
front or her silk waist had been torn'open 
and the glove of her right hand was miss- 
ing. Three rings which she usually wore 
on this hand wen; gone.. Other small ar- 
ticles of jewelry had been taken and it 
was evident that robbery had been the 
cause of the crime. 


BODY TOSSED OVER FENCE. 


The murder must have been committed 


some distance from the place where tin- 
body was found. and(carried to the barn- 
yard after dark. The pile of refuse on 
which the body, lay was in plain view 
from the windows of several houses in 
the neighborhood and had it been there 
in daylight, it miiat have been discover- 
ed within a short time. The enclosure 
in which it was found is surrounded by 
a high board fence, the gate of which is 
lightly locked. The body had unques- 
tionably been carried up the a!ly during 
the night and tossed over the fence. 


POLICE ARE NONPLUSSED.

Inst rvrninjj, tlio .jury in the McPherson- 
Wood case returned a verdict giving the 
plaintiff, Miss Jessie McPhcrson, a slim 
of f.'ijOOO as a compensation for all the 
lacerated feelings nnd shuttered 
affec- 


tions «he claimed to have been inflicted 
by Walter A. Wood's breach of promise 
to marry her. 


When the jury retired to the jury 


room a little after 11 o'clock yesterday 
forenoon, it had three questions to an- 
swer, and below are given the questions 
as well us the answers. 


1. Was the contract of marriage be- 


tween the plaintiff and defendant breach- 
ed by the defendant? 


Jury's answer: Yes! 
Did the plaintiff, after receiving the 


letter from the defendant of OctoborSlst, 
l!)f)4. release the defendant from his ob- 
ligations to her under the contract of 
marriage existing between them? 


Jury's arswer: No! 
If the court should be of the opinion 


that the plaintiff is entitled to recover, 
at what sum do you assess her damages? 


Jury's answer: Five thousand dollars! 


REHEARING OR APPEAL. 


It was ten minutes past four when tho 


jury sent in its unanimous verdict, giving 
Miss Mct'hcrson $5.000, and there were 
not many people in the court room at the 
time the verdict was read: . even 
the 


plaintiff herself was absent, but as soon 
as the verdict had been read, a telephone 
message called her to the court room, 
where the family members were 
busy 


-shaking the hands of their attorneys and 
the jurymen. 


Immediately upon the reading of the 


verdict, the attorneys for the defendant 
entered a motion for a new trial; wheth- 
er this will be granted or not, is a6 pres- 
ent problematical; if it is, arguments will 
soon be heard in the case, and if the mo- 
tion is denied, the case will be appealed 
to the supreme court of the state. 


MAXY BALLOTS CAST. 


Although the members of the 
jury 


were strictly silent as to what occurred 
in the jury room, the Journal was told 
from authoritative sources that between 
thirty and forty ballots were cast, and 
that the lowest amount taken into con- 
sideration was $1,500, while the largest 
was $8,000. 


As to the first two questions submitted 


to the jury, there appeared to be little 
doubt, but the difficulty began when the 
jury began to assess the damages. 


SOME THINK IT EXCESSIVE. 


The result is not known, and it has 


been widely commented xipon, approving- 
ly or disapprovingly. However, even 
those who think that it was but just that 
Mr. Wood should pay some damages, are 
inclined to believe that the sum was ex- 
cessive, and that it should have been 
considerably lower in view of the testi- 
mony given by the plaintiff and her rela- 
tives.

PUBLIC FLOCKED TO TRIAL. 


It is many years ago that such in- 


tense interest has been manifested by the 
public as the interest taken in the trial 
closed yesterday afternoon. Ever since 
the beginning of the testimony last Mon- 
day the court room was thronged with 
people who eagerly and attentively lis- 
tened to the evidence being brought in, 
and last Wednesday when it wa.s -rumor- 
ed that the case would be 
concluded, 


there were so many spectators that near- 
ly half of them were compelled 'to stand 
up during the delivering of the argu- 
ments. Yesterday forenoon when the ar- 
guments closed, and the case was sub- 
mitted to tlie jury, the hall was packed, 
but in the afternoon as the hours dragg- 
ed along without bringing any news from 
the jury room, the hall became almost 
empty, and at the time when the verdict 
was read there were only a, few persons 
in the room besides those directly impli- 
cated in the case.

KANSAS CITY, Jan. 12.—A special to 


the Star from Fort Sam Houston, Texas, 
says: 


The Sixth field battery of the 
United 


States artillery, commanded by Captain 
G. W. Gntchell, entered Fort Sam Hous- 
ton, today amid the cheers of the 
local 


garrison. The battery broke the world's 
record for long distance practice march 
of artillery, having covered the estimated 


1,100 
miles from Fort Riley, Kansas, to 


Fort Sam, Houston, in 55 days. The bat- 
tery was compelled to make several de- 
tours in order to evade bad roads and 
unusually rough country. This made the 
distance which, it actually covered consid- 
erably longer than by rail. 


It is asserted by army men hern that 


it is by far the longest practice 
march 


ever made by artillery in time of peace 
and that no forced march in time of war 
with the exception of Napoleon's retreat 
from Moscow compare*, jvvith it in dis- 
tance. 


'EXHAUSTED FROM MARCH. 


The artillery men of tji'e, sixth battery 


wore a soirry appearing set of men when 
they .arrived here. Their clothing was in 
tatt.ers and so covered with mud and dirt 
that^he color of the cloth could not be 
dis,tinguishnd. The men are haggard and 
lean.. Many of them were scarcely able 
to travel. The horses resembled moving 
skeletons. 


The battery encountered severe rains 


and floods in Indian Territory and north 
Texas. 
They had a hard time fording 


some of the-streams, owing to their swol- 
len condition. 


A blizzard swept down upon the bat- 


tery Inst Monday morning just after it 
left Austin. It continued during nearly 
nil of the remainder of the march to 
San Antonio, about ninety miles. .The 
men walked nearly the whole distance, 
in order to keep warm. 


The battery lost one man, private Ar- 


thur Hall, during the march. He died in 
the hospital at Austin from malaria due, 
according to the statement of physic- 
ians who attended him to the exposure 
and hardships encountered in the march.

Mr. 'J3roiispard of Louisiana, opposing 


the bill, was the first speaker. 


He figured the 
Philippine 
treasury 


would receive $3.64 on every ton of su- 
gar shipped from those islands to the 
United States under the bill; that the 
shipper would make a profit because of 
the tariff concession 
of $10.50. With 


the situation, the Philippines could well 
afford to ship here their entire product 
and buy sugar for their own use from 
Java or other sugar countries. 


BENEFIT SUGAR TRUST. 


Mr. Broussard asserted with great em- 


phasis that to reduce the tarifT on raw 
sugar as contemplated in the bill would 
benefit the "sugar trust" more than any- 
one else, simply by providing it with 
raw material at loss cost. 


The present "dispensation of charity,"

of 
this country. The Porto 


Hican reduction was the first; Cuba thu

District Attorney Quotes Law 


Covering Sale to Minors and 


"Can Rushing." 


WRITTEN PERMIT 


IS NOT ALLOWED 


One Hundred and Fifty Cards Contain- 


ing Necessary Statutes Will be 


Posited iu tho Various 


Saloons. 


District Attorney E. E. Gittius is 


bound to stop the sale of liquor to minors 
if it is a possible thing. Some weeks ago 
he publicly called attention to the fact 
that many children were sent to saloons 
by parents, with bottles and pitchers, 
after beer, that it was a violation of the 
law, no matter whether the offspring had 
a written permit from their parents or 
not. 
He further said that complaints 


were entered at bis office by people who 
had seen a five year old child enter a sa- 
loon and come out with beer. 


The district attorney holds that if a 


child is sent to the saloon until it be- 
comes 13 or 14 years of age it hears all 
kinds of language that, would not other- 
wise be heard, that it becomes so used to 
this life that to teach it the other and 
better side will be difficult. 


Today Mr. Gittins ordered printed one 


hundred and 'fifty cards containing the 
following law pertaining to the sale of 
liquor and also remarks following. These 
cards are to be hung up in every saloon 
of the city. 


CONCERNING SALE OF LIQUOR. 
The following is Section 1557 of the re- 


vised statutes of Wisconsin as amended 
by Chapter 290 of the laws of 1905: "Any 
keeper of any saloon, shop or place of 
any name whatsoever for the sale of any 
strong, spirituous or malt liquors to be 
drank on the premises, in any quantity 
less than one gallon, who shall sell ,vend 
or in any way deal or traffic in or, for 
the purpose of evading any law of this 
state relating to the excise or the sale 
of intoxicating liquors, give away any 
spirituous, ardent, intoxicating or malt 
liquors or drinks in any quantity what- 
soever to or with a minor or to any per- 
son intoxicated or bordering on a" state 
of intoxication, and any person what- 
ever who shall procure for or sell or 
give away to any minor or intoxicated 
person any such liquors or drinks shall 
be punished by a fine of not less than 
five dollars nor more than fifty dollars or 
by imprisonment in the county jail not 
to exceed thirty days, or by both such 
fine .and imprisonment; except in cases 
where the offense is that of selling liquor 
to a minor seventeen years of age or 
under, the guilty person shall be punish- 
ed by a fine of not less than twenty-five 
dollars nor more than two hundred dol- 
lars or by imprisonment ill the countv 
jail not less than five days nor more than 
eight months, and in all cases of convic- 
tion for a second or any subsequent of- 
fense by such imprisonment only." 


Please take notice that it is as much a 


violation of the above law to give liquor 
in a con, or other receptacle, to any min- 
or on the written order of the parent, to 
be delivered to the parent, as it is to sell 
liquor over the bar to such minor to be 
drank by him on the premises. 


There is no possible way that liquor 


can be lawfully sold, delivered or given 
away to a minor. 


Any person who sells, delivers or gives 


away to a. minor any liquor in any quan- 
tity whatsoever, whether upon the writ- 
ten order of the parent or not, will be lia- 
ble to all the penalties mentioned in the 
above law, and in addition thereto run 
the risk of having his license revoked. 


Any violation of the above law will be 


rigorously prosecuted, the police depart- 
ment having received stringent orders to 
arrest any man violating it.

Kven 
without the intervention of paper money 
and this includes greenbacks as well, any 
bank will give gold coin for silver dollars, 
if desired to do so. The fact that with

wheres account.-! for (he reason our silver 
dollar* are not being melted down, nor 
will they even if silver ascends higher in 
value. 


An exchange, once prominent in advo- 


cating the free coinage of silver, proceed* 
to remark "that I hero is »n impression in 
some quarter- that tho stamp of a gov 
eminent plays no part, in determining tho 
value of what we call money."

of intrinsic value for since gold is the ac- 
cepted standard of value the world over, 
and United States silver dollars can at 
any time and by any persons possessing 
such be converted into gold dollars at any 
bank, can be paid out and received in 
payment precisely as gold dollars will be, 
and the government itself receives them 
on a par with gold, Hat is redeemed of its 
mere name, and becomes reality. 


The government redeems upon demand 


its obligations always and the formality 
of by Uvw requiring the government to re- 
deem' silver dollars in gold dollars 
is 


practically realized, though 
there are 


some who think such legislation might 
be desirable. But it is not necessary as 
the government receives' all silver dol- 
lars on a par with gold dollars and for 
current dues owing to it, and the implied 
faith of the country extends every- 
wheres so that United States silver dol- 
lars are received just as are gold dollars 
and can at any time be converted into 
gold just by making the simple request. 


This is the reason the government flat 


is good and the only reason, but if gold 
could not be readily had for the silver 
dollars and the government declined to 
receive them in payment at full value 
with gold, they would only be received 
as are Mexican dollars up to the ratio 
fixed by the government as it the case in 
Mexico, and when this ratio was passed 
by Hie increase price of .silver 
bullion, 


then to th'tt melting poto would hasten 
many dollars. This will be the case and 
is now probably with our own1 Philippine 
silver coinage, the ratio of which was 
fixed at'two to one, and as silver'bul- 
lion has risen up to this point, practical- 
ly OS.5 cents per ounce and has passed 
it, it will pay to send the Philippine coin- 
age to the melter, as tho proceeds would 
be more than the coin was worth. 


Tin; ability of the government to pay 


is of course llio real tost and when the 
government is unable to redeem on de- 
mnnd then will come serious trouble. 
Meanwhile no matter the bullion price 
of silver, the United States silver dollar 
will go to no melting pot and why,- 
because it is worth one hundred contain 
gold and the melter could only with the 
melted bullion get the value of the silver 
and therefore would of course be a heavy 
loser. The government does not redeem 
silver bullion or receive it in payment on 
a par with gold, but it does so with its 
coined silver dollars.

Washing 
Flannels.—Regarding 
tho 


washing of flannels, the first cure is thai 
they do not shrink. 
They should be 


washed on a bright day and dried as 
quickly as possible. Shake all dust and 
lint out first. Perhaps two tubs of wa- 
ter as hot as hand can bear comfortably, 
putting enough dissolved soap in one to 
made a strong suds. To every three-gal- 
lons of water allow one table-spoonfu' 
of borax or two tablespoonfuls of house- 
hold ammonia, which, although equally 
cleansing, is more apt to leave a yellow 
tinge. Put the flannels in the suds, and 
wash by sopping up and down instead 
of rubbing. Squeeze from this and rinse 
in second tub, whose water must be o 
the same temperature. If you like a lit 
tie bluing this may be added to a thirt 
tub of water, also of the stiuio tempera 
ture. Put through wringer nnd dry in 
open air. 
Before quite dry take in, fol 


and roll in a clean cloth and iron as sooi 
as possible with a moderately hot iron 
depending more upon a good deal o 
pressure.

Use two quarts of cold broiled codfish 
picked to bit's-, and a pint of oysters 
chopped fine.

Put the remainder of the mile'oh to heat 
in a double boiler. When the milk comes 
to the boiling point stir in the' Corn 
starch and cook for ten minutes. Have 
the chocolate cut in fine bits and put it 
in a small granite pan, add the sugar 
and water and place it over a fire. Stir 
constantly until the mixture is smooth 
and glossy; add this to the hot milk and 


cat the mixture with a whisk until it 
s frothy.

ST. i'ETERSBURG, Jan. 12.—An ex- 


amination of the budget statement which 
was issued last night, reveals many in- 
teresting facts. 
Although the stock of 


gold hi the state bank and abroad in the 
opening and close of the war, increased 
from $531,000,000 to 
$072,000,000, the 


gold circulation in the country in the 
same period decreased $45,000,000 while 
the paper 
increased $224.000,000. The 


statement explains that all the payments 
hi Manchuria were in paper the entire 
proceeds of the foreign loans being em- 
ployed to pay foreign war obligations'and 
the interest on tho public debt. 


Exclusive of the loans being negotiated 


to balance the budget of 1(105 the war re- 
sulted in an increase of 
the 
interest 


charges to $211,500,000. 


Xo details are given of tho lump sum 


of $202,500.000 allotted for the liquida- 
tion of tho war expenses. 


ARMY AND N'AVY EXPENSES. 


A credit of $000,000 is assigned for the 


expenses of the national assembly -and. 
there is n slight increase in tho credits; 
for the holy synod and imperial! house-, 
hold. The latter U given $8,000.000 and 
the army credit is raised from;$183,500,-' 
000 to S1S7.000.000, but the general ex- 
penses for the army are reduced as the 
army credit includes $15.500,000 for im- 
proverniMit of the pay and for the sold- 
iers. The navy credit is reduced from 
$58.000,000 to $52.000.000 and there is no 
credit for new construction. 
The $22,- 


500,000 which is under that head is as- 
signed for the- completion of ships con- 
tracted for or purchased abroad during 
the war. Tho interior department's credit 
is raised from $53,000,000 to $05.500,000. 
Practically nil the increase consists .of-

Keystone State, After Years of Corruption, 


to Have Sweeping £*ttws. 


HARRISBURG, Pa., Jan. 15.—Reform, 


real and thorough, is in sight in Pennsyl- 
vania after many years of unchecked 
corruption in state as well as municipal 
politics. The Pennsylvania legislature 
convened in special session today to take 
up proposed laws which are so far-reach- 
ing and sweeping that, if enacted, they 


irtually witl create a political revolu- 


tion. For years loose laws have stood 
unchallenged because they made fraud 
easy. 


In the present temper of the people, 


who defeated the republican machine at 
both the state and Philadelphia elections 
last November, it is believed the reform 
program will go through substantially'^ 
outlined by Governor Pcnnypacker ili Ms 
call'-for the special session. This is 
garded.as the only :hope to; save the. 
wrecked machine.

The governor aims to end the mani^ul- 


lation of state funds by favored banks 
r.nd abolish the fee system. The most 
important reforms, however, are called 
for in the demand for ..personal registrar 
tion of voters and changes in the pri- 
maries. 


The reforms specified by the governor 


in his calls are: 


To increose the interest on state de- 


posits, limit the deposits in each bank 
and make it a misdemeanor to give or 
receive state deposits for political influ 
ence. 


To rcapportion the state into senator 


ial' and legislative districts. 


To provide for the personal registra 


tion of voters in cities. 


To repeal the Philadelphia "ripper,' 


passed by the legislature, limiting the 
authority of the mayor over the depart 
mciits of public safety and public works 


To limit the amount of state money 


annually paid for county bridges. 


To abolish the fees of the secretary o: 


the commonwealth and the insurance 
commissioner, 


To provide for a uniform primary elec 


tiou law. 


To establish civil service regulations in 


the state offices. 


To regulate the election expenses bj 


and for candidates.
